The Handy Portable Vise can be turned to any angle on the bench 
plate or detached from the latter entirely ond used as an oversize 
pipe wrench by inserting a bar in the aperture provided for this 
purpose, thus giving great leverage. In the two pictures below the 
vise is shown, first, set up with bench plate with onvil, and, second, 
being used as an oversize pipe wrench. 


The Handy Portable Vise and Drill can be used in combination as 
a horizontal or vertical drill press. In the illustration below the drill 
is shown in the horizontal position. By turning the vise in the bench 
plate 90° it becomes a vertical drill press. The V-block grip for 
round objects can be detached, thus providing a flat base where 
desired.

C astings for the Handy Portable Vise are 
made of a special Alloy for strength. 
Jaws are equipped with detachable steel 

jaw plates. In addition to the detachable 
plates the vise is constructed with two sets 
of integral chill-hardened pipe jaws to 
handle pipes of dimension varying from 
%" to 4”. The jaws will also grip hex, 
square and round head nuts. Face of the 
vise measures 3 % ” in width. The anvil, 
which is standard equipment, measures 

2Vj”x5” with horn. 

Maneuverability of the 
vise, which may be remov¬ 
ed from the bench plate, 
or turned on a vertical in¬ 
stead of a horizontal axis, 
is a feature which quickly 
appeals to manufacturers, 
mechanics and craftsmen 
who often find it expedi¬ 
ent to work away from the 
bench. In emergencies it 
frequently saves its pur¬ 
chase price many times 
over.

D DRILL 

Both head and base of the drill are adjustable on the rod supporting 
the two, and the rod may be gripped by the vise either above or 
below the slide base, thus offering great latitude of adjustment. This 
latitude may be further increased by adding bars of varying length 
to the equipment. The bar is standard 1 ” cold rolled steel, easily 

obtainable. r 


DRILL 

The Handy Portable Drill can be used in many hard-to-get-at places. 
It has a ratchet handle, permitting fractional turns in places difficult 
of access. When the nature of the job requires, the slide base may 
be turned to the right or left and still be in alignment with bar and 
drill, to provide an offset grip. (See illustration below.)

T he Handy Portable Drill has many uses. 

Because of its slow speed and capacity 
of 1000 lbs. pressure, it bites rapidly into 
metals without overheating or undue wear 
on the bit. The drill has a V 2 ” blacksmith 
type mandrel with ratchet handle or takes 
an almond chuck with Vs" capacity, which 
is accessory equipment (see illustration ct 
right). The pressure screw has a 2” feed 

and a 10 pitch thread. The slide base has 
lining bars which will conform with bar 
and bit, or which can be turned to right 

or left to provide on offset purchase. Both 
head and foot slide on the bar to any posi¬ 
tion and are permanently 
locked by tension handles. 

The hardest steels can be 
drilled with carbon drill 
bits, as well as such ma¬ 
terials as glass, spring 
steel, grader blades, etc. 

It can be used as a wheel- 
puller, bushing pusher and 
for removing broken cylin¬ 
der studs, manifold studs, 
pan bolts, oil pan plugs, 
etc. It does the work in 
tough spots where other 
drills will not do the job.
